Recap marches on Gov’s home

On Saturday, February 10 over 
50 members of Romulus Environ¬ 
mentalists Care About People 
(RECAP) traveled an hour and a 
half to Lansing to launch a peace¬ 
ful protest outside of Governor 
John Engler’s mansion. The 
group picketed because they were 
angered by a statement of intent 
to issue a permit for an injection 
waste well on the border of Romu¬ 
lus and Taylor, by Michigan De¬ 
partment of Environmental Quali¬ 
ty (MDEQ) director Russ Harding 
’’The well would hold liquid 
hazardous waste which would be 
injected under pressure, under 
ground about 4500 feet into the 
Mount Simon Fbrmatioa This is 
about three Empire State build¬ 
ings deep under ground,” said

many meetings concerning the 
well. “Our voices are not being 
heard,” she continued, in refer¬ 
ence to the many public meetings 
held by the Site Review Board in 
which public testimony was taken 
from the people interested in it 

The Site Review Board, is a 
body created by the Legislature to 
take public testimony and make 
decisions on lopal environmental 
issues. However, in 1991 under a 
number of revisions to the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources, the 
Board’s decision making powers 
were rescinded, and changed to 
those of a purely advisory nature 
only. 

After holding nearly six months 
of public meetings in Romulus, 
the Site Review Board, com¬ 
prised mostly of Engler ap¬ 
pointees, voted 5-3 to recommend 
that the MDEQ deny the Environ¬ 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc. re¬ 


quest for a permit for the waste 
welL Among some of the reasons 
for their recommendation were: 

* The Romulus site was an un¬ 
suitable location with insufficient 
access and busy transportation 
routes, and that this could lead to 
serious accidents releasing toxic 
substances that are enroot to the 
well. 

* The lack of a demonstrated 
need for additional waste disposal 

* A concern of EDS’ lack of 
ability to run the site safely 

The MDEQ’s intent to issue a 
permit to EDS in contradiction to 
the Site Review Board’s recom¬ 
mendation is what have local en¬ 
vironmentalists calling fowl play. 
They feel that their testimonies 
before the SRB were in vain and 
are being ignored. 

Did the protest at governor’s 
mansion have an effect? “A lot of 
people got satisfaction to vent di¬ 
rectly where he (Engler) lives, and 
the triplets play. He didn’t come 
out, but his security did. Instead 
of driving the hour and 45 minutes 
it took to get to Lansing from Ro¬ 
mulus, we could have been back 
at our own homes spending quali¬ 
ty time with our families, but we 
felt it was important to let Engler 
know our concerns. We just want¬ 
ed to impress upon him that this 
permit is not in the public’s best 
interest, “ concluded Romak 

On March 1, the RECAP group 
will continue to take their discon¬ 
tent to the streets as they will be 
protesting in downtown Detroit in 
opposition of an $11 million dollar 
investment in the Romulus injec¬ 
tion well, by the Detroit Police 
and Fire Retirement System Pen¬ 
sion Fund. The demonstration 
will occur at the Coleman Young 
Municipal Center at 9 AM.

Fieger to beef up Anti-Well hype 
Attorney Geoffrey Fieger, known 
for his high-profile Representation 
as Dr Jack Kevorkian’s attorney 
and for his run for governor, is now 
entering into the fray of environ¬ 
mental politics with both guns 
blaring. 

FViday, at a news conference in- 
side the Romulus city council 
chambers, Fieger announced that 
he would be representing the citi¬ 
zens of Romulus, as well as area 
lawmakers, in a lawsuit against the 
state of Michigan and the Environ¬ 
mental Development Services, Inc. 
for their alleged conspiracy 
against Romulus citizens in the 
proposed toxic waste well slated to 
be approved bv Russell Harding, 
the director of the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Environmental Quality 
(MDEQ). 

Fieger launched into accusa¬ 
tions that the hazardous waste site 
was being allowed to move for¬ 
ward because of political contribu¬ 
tions for the Republican Party 
from EDS president, David Wick- 
lund, and FIDS investors, Nancy & 
Michael Timmis (the former own¬ 
ers of F & M drugstore), and An¬ 
thony Soave who owns City Man¬ 
agement Company. 

Fieger intends to sue them for 
alleged civil rights violations be¬ 
cause of the potential of personal 
injury , as well as for an alleged 
conspiracy involving economic in¬ 
terests, possibly under Federal RI¬ 
CO laws - the same laws used to 
prosecute organized crime mem¬ 
bers. 

Standing behind Jeffrey Fieger 
for the press conference were sev¬ 
eral Democratic law makers, in¬ 
cluding Representative Glen An¬ 
derson from Westland, Represen¬ 
tative Jim Plakas from Garden City, 
U.S. Congresswoman Lynn Rivers, 
Senator Chris Dingell from Down¬ 
river, Romulus Mayor Bill Oakley, 
and Councilwoman Debbie Ro¬ 
mak Representative David Bonior 
sent his aide, and U.S. Senator 
Debbie Stabenow sent a letter of 
support 

Ifs the message,

Fieger and Democratic legisla¬ 
tors question why MDEQ director 
Russell Harding issued an intent 
to grant a permit to EDS to move 
forward with their hazardous 
waste dump even though last 
Spring the Site Review Board ap¬ 
pointed by the Legislature to re¬ 
view local environmental permits, 
issued a recommendation to deny 
the permit for the EDS waste well 

’’The decision to overrule the 
site review board denotes impro¬ 
priety,” said Fieger. “There is no 
procedure for deep hole injections 
in a highly populated area like 
this.” 


”Why is this waste being trans¬ 
ported into our state, with the 
worst roads into some of the most 
densely populated areas of the 
country?” asked Fieger, who com¬ 
mented that an accident involving 
a waste hauler on the roads sur¬ 
rounding the site could shut down 
the airport and effect the lives of 
people, not just in Romulus or Tay¬ 
lor, but also in the surrounding 
communities. 

Fieger continued, ‘We want our 
attorney general, whom I selected 
to be attorney general, to do her 
job, to protect the citizens of our 
state. Jennifer Granholm should 
empanel a citizens grand jury to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of corrup¬ 
tion and appearance of impropri¬ 
ety.” 

Beyond the Politics 

Besides the news media, and 
the politicians who attended the 
press conference were around 100 
Romulus residents. Young chil¬ 
dren, the elderly, and all those in 
between, were present to put a per¬ 
sonal face on those who will have 
to pay the price should a hazardous 
accident occur 

Tm concerned about possible 
health problems, not only to the 
young, but to the old alike,” said 
Charles Miller He and his wife An¬ 
na were among other Romulus cit¬ 
izens picketing in front of the Ro¬ 
mulus City Hall just prior to the 
press conference 

Brian Maitland, also of Romulus 
said of the hazardous waste well, 
“We don’t want it, and we don’t 
need it The burden should be on 
the businesses to recycle every¬ 
thing they use, and not discard it” 

Well opponent, Verlie Wilhide, 
present to support the effort to 
make the public aware of their 
problems, commented “The injec¬ 
tion well will open the door to 
more waste from Canada or other 
countries. Michigan already im¬ 
ports more hazardous waste than is 
produced in our state. Michigan 
businesses are not asking for this 
site” 

’’Other communities don’t real¬ 
ize the impact of this. This is a 
Wayne county problem,” said Ro¬ 
mulus resident Jim Flat 

Commenting on what would 
happened to the property values of 
Romulus should the hazardous 
waste site move in, Fieger said, “If 
they put this in, no one will be in¬ 
terested in building here, it would 
only be inhabited by dumps. Pret¬ 
ty soon it would end up looking like 
the moon.” 

WiU They Succeed? 

With the notice of intent to grant 
a permit being released by MDEQ 
director Harding, it doesn’t look 
very promising for those who op¬ 
pose the well 

Fieger, responded about the 
odds of stopping the well, “The in¬ 
vestigation and repeal process will 
be shut down if this investigation is 
shut down. It is their last chance.” 


Blocked RR crossing help ?

Help may be on the way for 
motorists who have spent frus¬ 
trating time sitting at railroad 
crossings blocked by standing 
freight trains. 

Congressman John Dingell 
(Dem. Trenton) has introduced 
two bills in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. The first (H.R. 
432) would direct the Secre¬ 
tary of Transportation to issue 
regulations limiting the 
amount of time crossings can 
be blocked. 

The second bill (H.R. 433) 
would allow states to enact 
such legislation if the Secre¬ 


tary fails to act. 

Many cities, including Ro¬ 
mulus, had been issuing tick¬ 
ets to rail companies when 
crossings were blocked longer 
than allowed by local ordi¬ 
nances. 

That practice was ended by 
recent court decisions holding 
that only congress has jurisdic¬ 
tion over railroads under the 
Interstate Commerce clause of 
the U.S. Constitution.

Oakley, at the Feb. 13 council 
meeting, disclosed that the 
city had sent a packet of infor¬ 
mation on the subject to Con¬ 
gressman Dingell.

Council approves 
ice rink repairs

The Wayne City Council 
Tuesday night approved a site 
plan for the repairs at the 
Community Ice Rink, with 
several conditions attached. 

The plans called for reno¬ 
vations totaling $616,170 
which will include repairs to 
the roof of the facility, new 
bleachers, a new dehumidifi¬ 
cation system and also im¬ 
provements to the locker and 
skater rental areas.

Friends of the Rouge 

Schools, students offered unique project 


Local schools and students will 
have a unique opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in a project that will teach 
them about water pollution and 
water quality, according to Muz- 
zaffar Lakhani, director of Public 
Service for the City of Inkster. 

The project is called the Rouge 
Education Project 

‘The project is a unique oppor¬ 
tunity coordinated by the Fhends 
of the Rouge, and it is focused at 
elementary through high school 
students and educators who will 
be taught how to monitor the life 
flow of the Rouge River,” stressed 
the Inkster DPS director 

The education project will 
combine water quality testing, wa¬ 


tershed education and computer 
networking to encourage students 
to affect change in their communi¬ 
ty, stressed Lakhani. 

The 2000-2001 Rouge Educa¬ 
tion Project is scheduled for May 
10-23. 

Lakhani explained that the in¬ 
terdisciplinary focus centers on 
the components of research, data 
collection and problem-solving or 
action taking 

Data collection is done through 
water quality testing 

“It is essential that the quality 
of a river be measured over time 
to detect any changes that have oc¬ 
curred in the ecosystem,” Lakhani 
pointed out who also noted that 


the project studies the river's 
quality through time indicators: 
dissolved oxygen, fecal coliform, 
pH, biochemical oxygen demand, 
temperature, total phosphate, ni¬ 
trates and total solids. 

Pollution will reduce the num¬ 
ber of species in the water by 
eliminating organisms that are 
sensitive to changes in water qual¬ 
ity. 

Lakhani said that any elemen¬ 
tary, middle or high school is invit¬ 
ed to join the project Each school 
pays $350 for a new elementary or 
$500 for a new middle/high school, 
and the cost covers participation 
for one teacher, one complete set 
of water quality testing equip¬ 


ment access to the Rouge Educa¬ 
tion Project website and listserv- 
er, and the opportunity to attend 
any of nine teacher training work¬ 
shops at no cost 

Future participation will re¬ 
quire a nominal fee. 

Lakhani said that the Rouge 
Education Project outlines water 
treatment procedures. Students 
and teachers team up to pursue 
these problem-solving courses of 
action.

Fieger, Governor protest, Detroit 
march push deepwell to spotlight 


Okay. I admit, I was wrong. I wrote a couple of 
weeks ago that the EDS deepwell in Romulus was all 
but built It was my opinion that there was no reason 
to continue to protest the project because it would 
gain final MDEQ approval and be built whether resi¬ 
dents wanted it or not 

Although it is still my opinion that Romulus resi¬ 
dents should be talking about concessions and royal¬ 
ties versus keeping the project out of the city totally, 
some people like local council person Debbie Romak 
do not want to listen. 

And Romak, along with State Rep. Ray Basham 
are ideally turning the heat up. A weekend ago, Ro¬ 
mak, who is the leader of an anti-well group known 
as RECAR assembled her minions and bussed to 
Lansing, where they spent the day picketing Gov. En- 
gler’s mansion. The purpose of the picketing was to 
hope Engler would intervene and overturn MDEQ’s 
d^cisioa 

No way that was going to happen. It is believed En¬ 
gler feels this type of technology is much safer than 
dumping the waste in landfills and rivers, and is 
staunchly behind MDEQ’s approval. 

So despite some embarrassment. I’m sure the pick¬ 
eting was to no avail. Next step, the determined 
Romak was able to convince the Guv’s gubernatorial 
opponent last time around, flamboyant attorney. Geof¬ 
frey Fieger to hold a press conference. 

Fieger stepped up to the podium at Romulus City 
Hall and likened this fight to the Boston Tea Party. In¬ 
stead of tea, however, Fieger affixed the monicker 
“Rumble in Romulus,” and then proceeded to call for 
a Grand Jury and other investigations because Engler 
had persuaded the MDEQ to overturn a citizens site 



review board 
that had voted 
against the well. 

Fieger, without 
any proof, 
claimed cam¬ 
paign contribu¬ 
tions were the 
reason for the re¬ 
versal. 

Why Fieger bothered with the press conference is 
unclear He was retained by no one, and probably 
knew little about the issue until the press conference. 
Will he continue the fight? Probably not unless some¬ 
one delivers a big sack of money 

But Romak and friends have not stopped with 
Fieger. A hastily organized meeting was called by 
Ray Basham for this Wednesday night Basham was 
joined by officials from the City of Romulus, Taylor, 
members of RECAP and the Downriver Association 
ofRealtors. 

One major issue that was discussed is a planned 
protest of the City of Detroit’s Policemen and Fire¬ 
men Retirement System. This retirement fund has 
invested $11 million into the EDS well project A plac¬ 
ard-carrying, bullhorn-type protest of the Coleman A 
Young Municipal Building (home of the retirement 
fund) is planned for 9 am. March 1. 

Fieger, a march on the Governor’s mansion, and a 
marching protest in downtown Detroit have all been 
organized in a little over two weeks. Fhr be it for me 
to say the issue is over If you talk to Debbie Romak, 
it’s just beginning! 



Canton works on Presidents Day 


Plstol-whipper slapped on wrist 


The 14th Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution states, “No state 
shall deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws .” 

Everyone (liberals, conserva¬ 
tives and moderates) agrees that 
means there will be no favoritism 
in the application of the laws, par¬ 
ticularly the criminal laws. 

Michael Duggan, elected to the 
Office of Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor last November, ran on a plat¬ 
form of tough law enforcement 
He placed particular emphasis on 
strict enforcement of laws on do¬ 
mestic violence and gun viola¬ 
tions. 

After the November election, 
the state legislature passed, and 
the governor signed, a so-called 
“shall issue” law on permits to 
carry concealed weapons (CCW). 
The law requires issuing such a 
permit to anyone who requests it 
who is not disqualified under ex¬ 
ceptions in the law. 

Almost immediately, a petition 
drive was started to overturn the 
state law spearheaded by Duggan 
and newly elected State Attorney 
General Jennifer Granholm Both 
maintain that allowing ordinary 
citizens to cany weapons for self 



defense would result in an in¬ 
crease in gun violence (contrary to 
statistics that show the opposite in 
states with “shall issue” laws). 
Duggan renewed his promise to 
vigorously enforce existing gun 
laws. 

Then last week, like manna 
from heaven, a case fell into Dug¬ 
gan’s lap that he could use to 
prove his campaign promises. A 
Detroit man had been accused by 
his wife of long-term domestic 
abuse culminating last week in 
her husband pistol whipping her 
and shoving her down a flight of 
stairs. The icing on the cake: the 
husband had a permit to carry a 
concealed weapon. 

But there was one problem. 
The perpetrator was Clyde Cleve¬ 
land, a Detroit City Councilman. 
Cleveland’s 30 years on the coun¬ 
cil makes him one of the longest 
serving African-American city offi¬ 


cials in the country. 

Cleveland was originally 
charged with felonious assault, ag¬ 
gravated domestic violence and a 
felony gun violatioa 

At first he denied the charges 
but then worked out a “plea bar¬ 
gain” with the county prosecutor’s 
office (Duggan). 

The two felony charges will be 
dismissed, which will allow Cleve¬ 
land to stay on the council, and he 
will plead guilty to aggravated do¬ 
mestic violence. 

The sentence includes 3 years 
probation, 2,000 hours of commu¬ 
nity service, and he cannot pos¬ 
sess a firearm for two years. He al¬ 
so agreed to undergo a psychiatric 
evaluatioa Hopefully the commu¬ 
nity service will not comprise 
counseling students on conflict 
resolution. 

And what of Duggan’s vow of 
strict enforcement against domes¬ 
tic violence and gun violations? 

Perhaps we have already 
reached the stage described by 
George Orwell in his book. Animal 
Farm , where everyone is equal, 
but some are more equal than oth¬ 
ers.

This year Presidents Day fell 
59 years to the day of President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s Executive 
Order 9066, the one that sent 
120,000 Japanese-Americans to 
concentrations camps in Califor¬ 
nia 

Yet many consider Roosevelt 
our greatest president for ending 
the Great Depression, signing the 
Social Security legislation, and 
leading the reluctant country into 

wwn. 

Enough contradictions there to 
make plenty of Roosevelt buffs. 

I thought of FDR on Presidents 
Day and about Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day while hanging 
around Canton Township Hall. 
Unlike most government offices, 
Canton remains open on Presi¬ 
dents Day and on King Day. 

Funny that no fans of George 
Washington or Abraham Lincoln 
complained that Canton did not 
shut down for Presidents Day. Or 
that nobody demanded that the 
township sponsor an educational 
celebration — attendance re¬ 
quired for township employees — 
for them. 

This tells me something about 
the motives of the people beating 
up on Canton for not closing down 
government offices on King Day: 
these people are only interested 
in King, not in treating all holi¬ 
days honoring our nation’s heroes 
the same. 

It seems to me that by distin¬ 
guishing how King Day is cele¬ 
brated from how Presidents Day 
is, they’re unintentionally dishon¬ 
oring King by the arbitrary dis- 
criminatioa 

If King, Lincoln, and Washing¬ 
ton are recognized as equal he¬ 
roes, then all have equal claim to 
a day off. Canton and other com¬ 
munities rightly treat them the 
same. 

As for the educational King 



Day programs sponsored by the 
government, I find them demean¬ 
ing. Like the presidents, King 
should be taught as part of stu¬ 
dents American history classes. 
Something is wrong if holiday 
time is needed for the government 
to tell people who a national icon 
is. 

We don’t need a cram session to 
learn about the presidents. We all 
learned about them in school. And 
some of us become presidential 
history buffs, read up on our he¬ 
roes or travel to their homes or li¬ 
braries or places associated with 
them. 

While not exactly a buff, I’ve 
toured Jefferson’s home in Monti- 
cello and done drive-by waves at 
the homes of Ronald Reagan and 
Richard Nixon. 

And I’ve read a lot about FDR. 
His unattractive qualities: how he 
would be propped up to disguise 
his paralysis in public; his harbor¬ 
ing of a deadbeat dad, Harold 
Hopkins, in the White House; 
how, in a brief flirt with American 
economic fascism, he introduced 
the Blue Eagle, a variation on the 
swastika concept, to rally workers 
behind the National Recovery 
Act. (The public collectively 
tossed the Blue Eagle out the win¬ 
dow after the tyrannical agency 
tried to prosecute a tailor for 
charging too much money to alter 
a pair of pants.) 

His good qualities: his charm; 
his leadership; his decisiveness in 
fighting WWII. 

Like most heroes, there’s 


enough contradictions in Roo¬ 
sevelt to account for his deifica¬ 
tion in the 1940s after the great 
military victory, and for his fall in 
the 1950s after the victory seemed 
short-lived. 

Same with Ronald Reagan, 
who topped a recent Gallup Poll 
that asked the public to name 
America’s greatest president 

Some will tell you that Reagan 
won the Cold War and created 
long-lasting prosperity. Others will 
tell you that he was a nice guy who 
was lucky enough to be president 
when the Cold War ended, but 
who foolishly created a false pros¬ 
perity by putting the country into 
debt 

A few years ago, Reagan was 
ridiculed forJiis shaky memory, 
now recognized as the onset of 
Alzheimer’s disease. Now the 
public rates him the best presi¬ 
dent ever. 

Heroes rise and fall in public 
opinion. 

Once upon a time, a picture of 
George Armstrong Custer hung on 
a wall in almost every saloon in 
the United States. Now you’d have 
to go pretty far to even hear a good 
word about the old Indian-hunter. 

And all of this happens without 
Canton closing down their town 
hall. 

I think that it’s time for Can¬ 
ton’s King Day boosters to change 
their direction. Quit making dis¬ 
tinctions about King. Treat him 
like other national heroes. Settle 
for no less than George Washing¬ 
ton get, but no more. 

Work to get have King’s life 
taught in the public schools with 
all its contradictions. 

When King is as praised and 
damned as Roosevelt, when he 
rises and falls in public opinion 
like Ronald Reagan: only then 
will King’s life achieve the stature 
and respect he deserves. 


Approve well, professor says 


To the editor: 

I am writing to you as a profes¬ 
sor of Geology and the Director of 
the Michigan Basin Core Re¬ 
search Laboratory, which I estab¬ 
lished in 1982.1 have been a res¬ 
ident of Michigan for over twenty 
two years. 

My professional geoscience 
activities for the last fifty years 
have centered on studying the 
subsurface lavers of rock in the 
Michigan basin. My students and 
I have done numerous coopera¬ 
tive research and consulting 
projects dealing with Michigan 
geology. We have worked in con¬ 
junction with the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Natural Resource, U. 
S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, and the U.S. Department 
of Energy. 

Many of our projects have 
been cooperative ventures with 
major and independent oil and 
gas producing companies in 
Michigan and other states. 

We have accumulated a very 
extensive data set from about 
45,000 wells drilled in the state of 
Michigan. This data set includes 
logs describing the physical 
properties of the subsurface stra¬ 
ta; analyses measuring the com¬ 
position, porosity, and perme¬ 
ability of most formations; actual 
well-drilling samples from hun¬ 
dreds of wells; and over 25,000 
feet of cores of various rock lay¬ 
ers as shallow as a few hundred 
feet to depths in excess of 17.000 
feet below the surface. 

Opposition to EDS’ facility ap¬ 
pears to be centered around a 
small group of residents in Ro¬ 


mulus. These citizens have 
adopted an all too familiar “not 
in in my backyard” attitude. I fear 
that failure to approve EDS’ ap¬ 
plications in Romulus would re¬ 
sult in these type of commercial 
wells being developed in rural 
areas of our state away from pop- 
ulation centers, but also away 
from the industrial sources 
which generate the waste. 

Such action would further re¬ 
sult in large numbers of trucks 
bringing waste liquids from 
southeastern Michigan out to the 
rural areas for disposal. As re¬ 
sponsible policy makers for the 
State of Michigan, it is incum¬ 
bent on public servants. Like the 
Michigan Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality to be well in¬ 
formed as to the risk and bene¬ 
fits of technology in our society. 

One of the projects completed 
by the Core Lab, and which I su¬ 
pervised, was a contract with the 
U.S. E.PA to study the suitability 
of the. “basal sandstone”, i.e. Mt 
Simon Formation as a disposal 
unit for liquid waste injection. 

Our project was part of a mul¬ 
ti-state study in the Great Lakes 
region. This study concluded that 
this sandstone was well-suited 
for this tvpe of waste disposal. It 
was also noted that deep injec¬ 
tion wells are one of the safest 
techniques for the disposal of 
these types of waste. 

The report of this study, pub¬ 
lished in 1989, is entitled “Hy¬ 
drogeologic; and Hydrochemical 
Assessment of the Basal Sand¬ 
stone and overlying Paleozoic 
Age Units for Wastewater Injec¬ 


tion and Confinement in the 
North Central Region.” 

In the preface of this docu¬ 
ment, the Underground Injection 
Practices Council states: 

“The practice of deep well dis¬ 
posal of liquid waste has been, is 
currently, and will likely remain, 
an important part of the overall 
solution to proper disposal of 
hazardous and non-hazardous 
wastes. In that light, this report 
should serve as a valuable tool 
for persons concerned with the 
placement and use of deep well 
disposal systems.” 

The southeastern part of our 
state has a strong and diverse 
economy based on industrial 
manufacturing. These business¬ 
es, however, generate consider¬ 
able waste as a result of their 
production practices. It seems 
that the communities who derive 
the great economic benefit of in¬ 
dustry should also bear the re¬ 
sponsibility of the waste prod¬ 
ucts. It is unacceptabie to export 
the pollution we create in this 
state. 

The disposal of waste in our 
modem society is a crucial issue 
that should not be decided by 
emotiontalism. The preponder¬ 
ance of evidence is simply that 
underground injection of liquid 
waste is far safer than any type 
of surface storage or interment in 
landfills. 

Numerous subsurface lavers 
have historically been used in 
Michigan for the disposal of liq- 
uid waste. Our knowledge of 
these layers is good and the tech¬ 
nology for construction and oper¬ 


ation of disposal wells has never' 
been better. Current State and 
Federal regulations require a 
thorough review of the proposed, 
well site and allow for public 
comment through the hearing 
process. Once a well is construct¬ 
ed, strict monitoring require¬ 
ments have assured safe opera¬ 
tions and protection of our valu¬ 
able drinking water. 

In conclusion, I strongly urge 
the MDEQ’s approval of the EDS 
applications. We should not limit 
the options that are available for 
waste disposal. Different systems 
may be useful under different 
conditions. 

Michigan subsurface forma¬ 
tions that have been used for un¬ 
derground injection often are 
ideal reservoirs for storage of liq¬ 
uid wastes. Disposal of liquids 
through deep well injection is not 
only safe, but extremely efficient 
and should result in reduction of 
disposal cost, thereby improving 
the economics of operation for 
Michigan industry. 

In conjunction with the prox¬ 
imity to the large industrial re¬ 
gion that produces great quanti¬ 
ties of liquid waste, deep dispos¬ 
al injection wells in southeastern 
Michigan are geologically and 
economically ideally sited.

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Coaching legend receives honor 


One of the local icons of high 
school football coaching was 
named last week as a recipient of 
a prestigious state award. 

George Lovich, of Canton 
Township, who helped build a 
football dynasty in the mid 1970’s 
at Livonia Franklin, was named 
one of two state coaches who will 
receive the 2001 Charles E. 
Forsythe Award. 

The award is presented by the 
Michigan High School Athletic As¬ 
sociation, the august body that 
governs high school sports in 
Michigan. 

Lovich and Norm Johnson of 
Bangor, this year’s recipients of 
the Forsythe, will be honored in 
Lansing next month during half¬ 
time ceremonies of the Boys Bas¬ 
ketball Class B State Finals. 

The championship game is 
scheduled for March 24 at the 
Breslin Student Events Center in 
East Lansing 

The annual award is in its 23rd 
year of existence and is named af¬ 
ter former MHSAA Executive Di¬ 
rector Charles E. Forsythe. One or 
two recipients are selected each 
year by the MHSAA Representa¬ 
tive Council, based on an individ¬ 
ual’s outstanding contribution to 
the interscholastic athletics com¬ 
munity. 

Johnson has served for 39 years 
at Bangor High School as a 
teacher, coach and administrator. 
He recently retired from the ath¬ 
letic director’s position he held at 
the school for 32 years to become 
an administrative assistant for 
athletics at the school. 

Lovich served for 29 years in 
the Livonia School District as a 


teacher, football coach and athlet¬ 
ic director. He was a junior high 
teacher and coach in Lincoln Park 
and Detroit for 2 172 years prior to 
going to Livonia He was the Asso¬ 
ciated Newspapers’ Coach of the 
Year as well as the Detroit News’ 
Coach of the Year at Franklin in 
1974 and, while he retired from 
full-time coaching that year, he 
stayed on as an assistant coach to 
Armand Vigna whose Patriots cap¬ 
tured the inaugural MHSAA Foot¬ 
ball Playoffs in Class A in 1975. 
Prior to the playoffs, the champi¬ 
onships were decided by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press’ final poll. 

As a registered volleyball offi¬ 
cial, Lovich worked the MHSAA 
Finals in that sport the first three 
years it took place -1976,1977 and 
1978. 

Lovich has left a legacy as an 
athletic administrator, co-author¬ 
ing an athletic department com¬ 
puter program in the early 1980’s 
which is still in use across the 
country by schools in 39 states. He 
has been a speaker at numerous 
statewide and national athletic di¬ 
rectors conferences on the com¬ 
puterization of athletic depart¬ 
ments. 

While an athletic director at 
Franklin, Lovich hosted MHSAA 
tournaments in three sports and 
helped sponsor the Association’s 
Program of Athletic Coaches Edu¬ 
cation Program in his area 

Lovich has been a member of 
the MIAAA for over 20 years, still 
serving as its executive 
secretary/treasurer. He was hon¬ 
ored with a state award of merit 
from the MIAAA in 1995 after win¬ 
ning honors as a regional athletic 


director of the year in 1985. He 
was also presented with an Out¬ 
standing Teacher Award from 
Livonia Public Schools in 1991, 
and was inducted into the Michi¬ 
gan High School Fbotball Coaches 
Association Hall of Fhme in 1993. 

In his community, Lovich still 
coaches football for youth and 
church leagues. He is a graduate 
of Monessen, Pa., High School, 
and earned a bachelor’s degree 
from California, Pa, State College, 
and a master’s degree from East¬ 
ern Michigan University 

“Faithful service to their local 
schools and communities first, 
and then out to contribute to edu¬ 
cational athletics community out¬ 
side those borders, typify Forsythe 
Award recipients, and Norm 
Johnson and George Lovich are 
no exception,” said MHSAA Exec¬ 
utive Director John E. “Jack” 
Roberts. 

“These gentlemen are held in 
high regard for the work they have 
done with young people in their 
lifetimes, and they are people who 
continue to give back, even though 
both are retired from full-time 
roles in educational athletics. 
We’re pleased to honor them as 
this year’s Forsythe Award recipi¬ 
ents.” 

Since its inception in 1978, only 
one other local educator has re¬ 
ceived the Forsythe Award. 
Lovich will join legendary Wayne 
Memorial and Westland John 
Glenn coach and athletic director 
Donald Domke as a recipient of 
one of the most coveted awards 
bestowed upon a high school edu¬ 
cator
